Beyond the Recording of Individual 
Opioions, Nothing Is Accomplished, 
However,— Spirited Debate In the 
House—Naval 
Appropriations—

W ashington, Feb. 20.—The senate 
adjourned at 8:15 o’clock Friday night, 
after having spent alm ost eight hours 
in continuous executive session on the 
arbitration treaty. 
No result was ac­ 
complished 
beyond 
voting down the 
motion made Thursday by Senator Nel­ 
son to postpone further consideration 
of the treaty until March 5. 
Senator Sherm an made repeated ef­ 
forts during the day to secure a vote 
on ratfication or to get the senate to fix 
a day and hour when it would agree to 
vote upon the treaty. 
He was defeated 
in both purposes, and When the senate 
at last adjourned because of the ab­ 
sence of a quorum 
he 
did not say 
whether he would make another effort 
to-day or again this session to secure 
further consideration, but it is gener­ 
ally supposed that he will renew the 
motion for an executive session to-day 
The doors had no sooner been closet 
on the public at 12:30 o’clock than Sen­ 
ator Nelson began an earnest appeal to 
the senate for the adoption of his mo­ 
tion 
to 
postpone consideration until 
March 5. Senators Teller and Stewart 
supported the m otion to postpone in 
brief speeches. 
Senator P latt took the 
opposite view, urging prom pt action. 
Senator Lodge followed Mr. P latt in a 
five-m inute speech, in w’hich he ap­ 
pealed to ♦he advocates of postpone­ 
ment to w ithdraw their opposition to a 
vote on ratification, and receiving no 
favorable response to this indirect in­ 
quiry put the question direct whethei 
they m eant to perm it a vote. 
To this inquiry Senator Teller re­ 
sponded. saying th at there was no in­ 
tention on the part of the advocates of 
postponement to perm it an im m ediate 
vote. 
He said the more the treaty was 
discussed the more necessary it be­ 
came to postpone in order to give prop­ 
er consideration, to such a “bungling 
docum ent.’’

Turks Defeated on the Frontier. 
London, Feb. 20.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Vienna says th at the Neue 
Freie Presse publishes a report from 
Salonica to the effect th at a collision

soldiers and the Greek insurgents at 
Naszlitza, 
near the Greek 
frontier. 
The Turks were defeated with losses, 
and withdrew to fetch reinforcem ents, 
according to the account received by 
the Neue Freie Presse. 
The governor 
of Salonica has ordered the troops to 
the point where the disturbance took 
place. 
The population along the Greek 
frontier, according to the Neue Freie 
Presse, is eagerly aw aiting the signal 
to rise against the Turks.

Co.’s W eekly Review of Trade says: 
A large increase in the iron and 
steel business on account of sales cov­ 
ering from eight to twelve m onths’ 
production of the largest works, a bet­ 
ter demand for woolen goods, and a 
slightly better demand for cottons, a 
gain which may prove lasting in boots 
and shoes, slightly better prices for 
wheat, cotton, wool, and iron, and a 
money m arket wrell adapted to encour­ 
age liberal purchases against future 
im provem ent in business, have render­ 
ed the last week more hopeful than 
any other since early in November. 
“Nearly all the great railroads of the 
country have seized the opportunity 
to supply themselves with rails for one 
or 
two 
years’ 
requirem ents. 
These 
enormous orders have advanced Bes­ 
semer pig at Pittsburg only 15 cents 
per ton, with Grey forge a shade lower, 
and no considerable change appears in 
the finished products, although plates 
are unchanged in price, with good de­ 
mand, and nails are held at recent 
prices. 
The bar association no longer 
controls anything. 
“The other industries also are gain­ 
ing, though less conspicuously. 
The 
recent decline and subsequent rise in 
raw cotton have not m aterially affect­ 
ed the m anufacture, which is gradually 
getting rid of its accumulated surplus, 
though there seems to be but little in­ 
crease as yet in the demand for goods. 
The sales of wool have sharply de­ 
clined, am ounting to 7,409,300 pounds 
for the week, against 9,157,900 for the 
previous week, but, owing to the heavy 
transactions early in the m onth, the 
sales for three weeks have been 30,130,- 
900 pounds, of which 18,057,300 were 
domestic, against 
13,168,700 
pounds 
last year, of wdiich 5,997,500 were do­ 
mestic, and 16,996,200 in 1892, of which 
10,944,200 were domestic. The demand 
for woolen goods does not seem to 
have expanded m aterially, and no quot­ 
able change in prices has 
appeared 
during the week. 
“The heavy exports in January, fol­ 
lowing the unprecedented excess of ex­ 
ports over im ports of m erchandise in 
the four previous months, are largely 
due to the fact th a t neither the wheat 
nor the cotton m arkets have been m a­ 
terially 
controlled 
by 
speculation. 
W heat dropped to 80.75 cents, but rose 
to 83.25 cents, with no im portant im ­ 
pulse, except the conviction th a t re­ 
cent prices have been low enough. 
“The w'estern receipts of corn have 
been well-nigh double last year’s, and

Yesterday he visited Clinton, and 
made a final eurvey of the situation. 
T hen he came bac* to Janesville and 
consulted District Attorney Jackon. 
The 7:20 tram took him back to Clin­ 
ton, and Folsom was arrested, the 
undersheriff bringing him to Janes­ 
ville on the 8:20 o’clock tra in last 
evening.

Folsom was takan iuto court by Un­ 
dersheriff Cochrane thin morning. 
J. 
L. Mahoney appeared for him and 
asked for a change cf venue. 
Judge 
Phelps deni* d the motion, and the case 
was set for next Wednesday, Folsom 
being required to give ball in th e sum 
of $ 1,000. 
This ho was unable to do 
a r a so was committed to jail, bu t he 
hopes to find bondsmen soon. 
Folsom is a son-in-law of Giles Burt, 
th e man who owned the big hay 
warehouse th a t burned last fall. 
At 
th a t time it was charged th a t the fire 
was of incendiary origin, and public 
feeling was strong. 
T b e n .it will be 
rem em bered,nearly the whole business 
p art of the village was burned, and 
help was sent from this city. 
The 
burning of the Cheeeman hotel was 
the last straw , and the people were 
ready for anything. Folsom, however, 
is not charged with having a hand in 
these fires. 
The only charge against 
him is the one made in connection 
w ith tho Burt fire, and Attorney Ma­ 
hout y said today his arrest was the 
fruit of a “ family affair.”

DECEIVERS EYER. 


Carey Churchill Carter Channing, 
fir&t lieutenant, Ninth cavalry, died so 
Jong ago that most of his story is for­ 
gotten, although it was a very great 
wonder at the time. Everybody connect­ 
ed with it is dead also—his mother aud 
the other two women—aud so many 
first lieutenants have filled his place 
tiince then that no one’s heart is likely 
to he wounded by repeating it. 
He was a superb great fellow—as all 
the men in his,regiment were said to be 
in these days—of tho big, blond and 
brave type, knowing neither fear nor 
failure, and his fascination was some­ 
thing that has become a tradition in the 
service. So many girls—aye, and m ar­ 
ried women, too—had loved him that 
the shores upon which he had touched 
were strewn with wrecks. 
The hearts of all those women had 
been broken, actually broken, not just 
dented a little, as is usually the case in 
such affairs. Their lives were openly 
ruined, yet Channing kept himself free 
of blame. No one could say “ he should 
not have done thus or so;” he never 
committed himself; he never acted in a 
compromising fashion iii the presence 
of a third person.

“ Why?” 
“ Well, if s a delicate subject, but 
Morton’s an old friend of mine, and I 
don’t want tosee his wife disgrace him. ” 
“ But what have I done? I am as in­ 
nocent as a baby, aud besides, I think 
you are mistaken.” 
“ We all exonerate you. It’s not your 
fault, hut I ’m not mistaken. 
I t’s evi­ 
dent to the whole post. Take my advice 
aud go see your mother, like a dutiful 
son. ” 
Channing was flattered, but he was 
also frightened; nevertheless, he was 
undecided. 
Thero was a hop that same night. 
Mrs. Morton was there, and it was her 
actious that determined Channing to 
take Captain Lytton’s counsel. She was 
already in the hoprcom talking to the 
latter when Channing appeared, and the 
moment she saw him, standing tall aud 
graceful and indifferent in the doorway, 
she grew so white that the whole room 
noticed it, and she trembled visibly. 
She realized her paleness and knew that 
Captain Lytton’s quick movement to 
put himself between her aud the watch- 
ing eyes had been unavailing. 
Her own soft eyes filled as she raised 
them piteously. “ Yon see what a spec­ 
tacle I am making of myself. 
I can’t 
help it. I ’ve tried hard. There’s noth­ 
ing for it but to go away or break 
•down. ” 
“ Poor little girl! Come away, then.” 
“ If you will just take mo home and 
tell Dan I ” — 
She slopped, losing the 
thread cf her words, for Channing was 
approaching. 
Captain Lytton offered her his arm. 
“ Come quickly,” he said. 
“ Just wait a minute, please—just till 
I tell Mr. Channing I can’t stay for our 
dance. ” 
She had flushed up, and her eyes wero 
brilliant. She putout her hand to Chan­ 
ning, drew it back and again stretched 
it forth confusedly. 
Ho took it and pressed it—yes, sho 
was sure ho pressed it almost. 
“ The 
third you pr< miscd me, wasn’t it?” 
“ Yes, I think so,” she answered. 
Captain Lytton turned on his heel 
and walked away. 
At the cud of the third dance, while 
they strolled together up and down the 
line, Channing experimented tosee how 
far she would go. To his consternation, 
be found that she would stop at nothing 
short cf blazoning her infatuation from 
the house tups. A scandal was not what 
Channing wanted. He was very gentle 
with her, but she wept and said all man­ 
ner of foolish things, until Captain Lyt­ 
ton came upon them aud took her home. 
Very soon after this the lieutenant 
went en to visit his mother. She was a 
Virginian of the conveuticnal poor but 
proud order, and she lived on what had 
once been tho kitchen garden of the 
family estate. Quite as often as net she 
was en the point cf hunger, when there 
was no demand for the needlework of 
lier quivering old fingers. 
Her son did 
not contribute to her support. 
“ All of 
• my beggarly pay and more, too, goes to 
keep up appearances. 
My regiment is 
great on esprit de corps. I ’d like awful­ 
ly well to help you, mother, but I must 
bold up my end of the row. I am a 


Channing.” Aud abe loved him all tin 
better. 
While he was with her in the Fun. 
mer of 1885 through sheer lack cf ex 
citement ho became enamored of a cer­ 
tain Anna Trafford. He asked her to 
marry him, quite the last thing he wouhi 
have expected himself to do—and she, 
being completely fascinated, consented 
without even a decent amount of hesi­ 
tation. It was arranged that in the lat'' 
fall she should join Channing at the 
town nearest his post and there be mar­ 
ried. 
In September, the unhappy Mrs. Mor 
ton having gone hopelessly away to an­ 
other garrison, the lieutenant rejoined 
his regiment. He mentioned the fact of 
his engagement to no one, but proceeded 
promptly to lure on another woman, a 
girl of gorgeous beauty, a hot blooded 
brunette, with the eyes of a Jael, the 
brow of a Madonna, and a sensitive, 
well made mouth, 
ishe was the only 
daughter of Colonel Ross, motherless 
aud betrothed to one Lieutenant Haw­ 
thorne, who had loved her since they 
had been babies making mud pies to­ 
gether on the sun blasted parade ground 
of Camp Themas. 
She broke her en­ 
gagement, and she broke young Haw­ 
thorne’s heart. Eut her own turn was to 
some. 
In November, giving way ungracious- 
!y enough to Anna Trafford’spleadings, 
Channing granted her permission to 
join him at the railroad town. She was 
very poor. Generally she was consider­ 
ate and self sacrificing. Now she clam­ 
ored and would not be quieted until a 
mortgage was raised en the wretched 
little house that was all in the world 
her mother aud crippled sister owned. 
She bought her ticket with the money, 
and ten days after the receipt of Chan­ 
ning^ letter she was at tho meeting 
place—alone. 
{She spent a day and two nights in 
the mean little depot hotel, very nearly 
out of her mind with loneliness, fright 
and at last an acknowledged distrust. 
Then Channing’s mother arrived, aud 
an officer met them with an ambulance. 
Channing was dying cr a fever, the 
mother told her. The doctor had tele­ 
graphed for lier without her son’s knowl­ 
edge the day after the girl had left the 
village. 
Then Anna reproached herself 
for her suspicions with unreasoning bit­ 
terness. 
The drive to the post took two days. 
It was a horrible experience for the offi­ 
cer. The road stretched on, on, on, 
across desert and bud lands, where even 
the greasewood aud mesquite was burn­ 
ed by the terrible sun. The old woman 
sank from tile dust and the heat into an 
almost senseless state. The girl, being 
young and strong aud alive, fought with 
the strangling dust, gasped, twisted ber 
small hands and bit into her lips in a 
perfectly silent struggle. Sometimes, as 
the lieutenant sat opposite them, he 
wished that they would cry or make 
some sound.

“ Indeed it is true. 
Aren’t you his 
mother?” 
She pot her arni tenderly 
about the bent shoulders. 
“ I thought 
you were. 
You look like him. 
He and 
I were married last night at midnight, 
when they told us ho was going to die.” 
“ Anna! Come away, Anna! You’ve 
no right there. Get up. This girl’s his 
wife. 
He didu’t love you. He married 
her. He married her—rlast night.” 
It was cruel, but Mrs. Channing had 
gone mad. 
For five years afterward Colonel Rosa 
cared for the insane mother of bis 
daughter’s husband—even when 
his 
daughter was dead. 
But until Channing was buried in the 
graveyard en the hill, where the coyotes 
dug up the mounds at night, and the 
prairie dogs barked shrilly, and the 
snakes glided along the dry, baked earth 
into their holes—until he was buried 
there the two women staid by her. 
Their trust in the dead man never fal­ 
tered. The girl believed he had been 
ensnared on his deathbed, the wife 
that he had never loved the childish, 
pretty Virginian. 
Yet neither, out of 
pity, spoke her convictions. 
Watching over his mother, they sat 
in the room where he had died and lis­ 
tened to the thud of the soldiers’ feet 
as they marched by outside, following 
the young officer’s flag covered coffin. 
Then tli^re was a long, long silence. 
They were wide apart—the wife with 
her beautiful bead in her hands, the 
girl looking straight at the wall, tho 
old woman muttering aud scratching at 
her gown with her crooked fingers. 
At last came the sound of a faroff 
volley of musketry. The girl jumped 
up. “ What’a that?” 
“ The firing over his grave.” 
In a moment it came again. The girl 
stood swaying; tho wife sat with her ' 
head still bowed. It was no new sound 
to her.

Reported to Be Worth 60,000 Franc*-- 
Great Artists Have Played Upon It. 
There is a violin in the posession of 
Frau Grigorieff-Krudener of Lucerne, 
the widow oi the brilliant young per­ 
former Grigorieff, which is reputed to 
be worth CO,OOO francs, says the W est­ 
minster Gazette. 
Vulliaume, Blanchi, 
JITori aud other experts have agreed in 
ibis extraordinaiy estimate. The great ­ 
est artists, Paganini, Spohr,Vieuxtemps, 
Joachim and Sarasate, have played 
Lipan it and there is quite a collection 
of documents relating to its history for 
the last 150 years. 
It was original^’ 
one of the so-called ‘Kurfursten-geige,” 
or 
Prince-Elector fiddles, twelve of 
which were made as presents to the 
electors of the holy Roman empire by 
Ja,cob Stainer Amati, and is the only 
one of the twelve which is still in ex­ 
istence. 
About a century and a half 
ago it came into the 
possession of 
Caron de Krudener, the Russian diplo­ 
matist and husband of the famous Mme.

Mme. de Krudener was a sort ct 
German Lady Huntingdon, always sur­ 
rounded by a court of clergymen.
